Paris, April 12.—‘'I am too old 
to attempt to dance on eggs,” 
Aristide Briand said after a late 
conference tonight with Paul Pain- 
leve. “TIT must have solid founda- 
tion hefore accepting the premier- 
ship.” 

Apparently, Briand 
mined not to form a cabinet un- 
less the socialists will permit one 
or more of their party to become 
members of the ministry. The 
socialists are loth to repudiate 
their traditional policy of nonpar- 
ticipation in any ministry in which 
they cannot have every portfolio. 
If they must join a coalition gov- 
ernment, the socialists are under- 
stood to prefer that Vainleve 
rather than Briand or. anyone else 
should head it.

Paris, April 12.—Aristide Briand, 
eight times premier and the man who 
led France for 18 months during the 
war. is teying to form a government 
to sueceed the cabinet of the radical 
socialist, Edouard Herriot. Briand 
is a socialist-republican. 

Following a conference with Presi- 
dent Doumergue at the Elysee Palace. 
at which he was offered the premier- 
ship, Briand said that he had asked 
for a little time before giving a de- 
cisive answer. Despite this, his ac-| 
ceptanece really is final, and it is not 
unlikely that a eAbinet list will be 
virtually completed Monday. Owing 
to the hesitancy of the socialists to 
permit members of their party to sit 
in a cabinet with representatives of 
other parties, announcement of the 
cabinet probably will be held up until 
Tuesday, when the socialists will have 
caucused. 

Painleve Refused Job. 

Briand accepted the task of build- 
fng a cabinet after Paul Painleve, 


president of the chamber of deputies, | 


had refused. Painleve told Doumergue 
that Briand or Rene Renoult woul 
be most likely to succeed in the dif- 


ficult task of choosing a cabinet which | 


could retain the left bloc and support 
in the chamber and 
conciliate the conservative senate.

“I hope to give the 
favorable reply by Monday noon,” he 
said after leaving the Elysee. “I told 
him that, in view of the serious situa- 
tion, I wanted to get all possible co- 
operation.

_the government.”

Cleveland, April 12.—H. B. P. 
Wrenn, assistant electrical engineer of 
the Cleveland Union Terminals com- 
pany, and his wife. Mrs. Isabel Norma 
Wrenn, were found dead in their home 
in Lakewood, a suburb. today. Mrs. 
Wrenn is believed to have shot and 
killed her husband and then killed her- 
self Friday. ‘They came here from 
New York about three years ago. 

The bodies were found by the po- 
lice, who broke in a door after a jan- 
itor notified them the lights had been 
burning continuously. Whenn was 


day morning newspaper and his break- 
fast untouched before him. He was 
shot in the temple and below the heart. 
A third bullet went wild. 

Mrs. Wrenn’s body, with a bullet 
wound in the head, was lying on the 
bed. The revolver, with four empty 
cartridges, was found beside her body.

In most 

instances, only consent of the parents 

was necessary to the marriage of a 

child under 16. And the unscrupulous 

parents are legion. In very few locali- 

ties have public officers any choice but 

to grant marriage certificates. In one 

county of New York, however, a very 

wise provision has been instituted tha: 

a parent who seeks a license for the 

marriage of a child under 16. is at 

once regarded as an improper guard- 
ian and so adjudged. 

There is only one possible reason 
in this enlightened age for a child 
under 16 to marry—and that is where 
a girl is about to become a mother. 
But when parents go so far in tie 
ease of a girl as to make up their 
minds and the child’s as well, to marry 
her off to somebody, it is then of vital 
importanct that the community step 
in and protect the child. 


One has only to read the pathetic 

histories of these unfortunate young 
people to realize that a concentrated 

effort must be made throughout the 
country to stop bartering the lives 
and souls of young children into ua 
union that in the majority of cases 
proves unbearable, and is nothing 
short of barbarous. 

Fancy the sorry spectacle of parents 
of a 13-year-old bride punishing her 
after the nuptials for playing with 
other children in the street and insisi- 
ing that when she jump rope she do 
so in the back yard -because she is 
now a “married woman,” or the in- 
tolerant. condition of where a_ step- 
mother marries off a little girl of 14 
to a man of 40. 

Aside from the physical aspect of 
the situation, every child has the right 
to go through the growing periods of 
youth and all that it implies—of joy 


and freedom and development of phys- | 


icai and mental capabilities later to 
decide for itself as to whom each will 
choose for his or her life partner. 

To say nothing of the importance 
of safeguarding childhood, society must 
protect itself from the community bur- 
dens and publie charges that always 
follow mismated marriages and wrong- 
ful unions. 

A survey of the domestic relations 
courts shows that the majority of 
cases that find their way into these 
tribunals of family misery are due 
to youthful marriages—even above 16 
vears of age. And the divorce courts 
have similar statistics. Everywher? 
we are insisting on laws that will pro- 
tect children in industry. We hav 
generally prohibited children under 16 
from going to work. Yet we have been 
woefully lacking in safeguarding chil- 
dren from going into the biggest and 
most difficult job of all—producing 
the family. And it is upon this anil 
the home that all social progress 
and civilization is based.

HEALTH TALKS

TONSILLECTOMY. 

Dr. Albert D. Kaiser, children’s 
specialist, Rochester, N. Y., has 
studied the reasons for and the ef- 
fects from the removal of the tonsils 
in about 8,000 school children. His 
opinions may be considered authori- 
tative. Probably no one else has 
had wider experience or made a more 
careful study of this question. Dr. 
Kaiser’s latest report deals with the 
condition of 1,200 children examined 


removal of the tonsils or tonsils: and 
This study has all the 
more value because Dr. Kaiser has 
been able to compare the condition 
observed in the 1,200 chiJdren whose 
tonsils were removed three years ego 
with the presens eondition of another 
group of 1,200 children, who three 
years ago had enlarged or diseased 
tonsils or tonsils and adenoids and 
were recommended for operation, but 
were not cperated upon. Surely, such 
a checkup with such a control must 
carry great weight with any sensible 
person who really wants to know the 
value of the average tonsillectomy in 
childhood. 

Of the 1,200 children operated on, 
674 had been subject to frequent at- 
tacks of sore throat or tonsilitis up 
to the time of the operation, and in 
the three-year period since removal 
of their tonsils only 120 of the ciil- 
dren had continued to have sore 
throat or tonsilitis attacks. Nearly 
half of the 1.200 children operated on 
had been. subject to frequent coryza 
or cri; in the three years since opera- 
tion 146 of them continued to have 
“head cold.” 
Of the children operated on, 1,072 
enlarged cervical “lands” 
(lymph nedes)—commonly known as 
“kernels” in the neck. In the three- 
year period since the operation the 
cervical nodes have disappeared in 
eases and remained in evidence 
in 720 cases. Since the operation 
48 children, who had never before 
had enlarged cervical nodes, have de- 
veioped these “kernels.” This would 
seem to show that infected tonsils 
und their removal can have little in- 
tluence upon enlarged glands in the 
nech. 

Acute or chronic running ear was 
a complaint in 136 of the 1.200 chil- 
dren cperated on, and 42 of these re- 
mained unaffected by the operation. 
-n addition in the three years since 
operation 26 children not previously 
subject to ear trouble have developed 
running ears. Among the 1.200 chil- 
dren not onerated on, 75 have had 
dischargiug ears in the last three 
years. 

Before the operation 
1.200 children had had diphtheria; 
since the operation only three cases 
of diphtheria have oceurred among 
the 7.200 children. As Dr. Kaiser 
sugzests, diseased tonsils afford fer- 
tile soil for the diphtheria bacillus. 

A history of rheumatism, jvint- 
pains or “growing pains’ was ob- 
tained in 128 of the 1,200 children 
not operated on. and in 129 of the 
1,200 children operated on. Of the 
group operated on, 116 had devel- 
oped their joint trouble since the 
operetion. Evidently, then, tonsil re-

| PROGRAM BY RADIO 


New York, April 12.—All Australia 
will “listen in’ on the United States 
next Thursday, April 16, it is ex- 
pected, when a special test will be 
made to determine what happens to 
radio waves passing across the equa- 
tor, coming under the influence of the 
equinoxes. 

Selected American stations from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific will broad- 
cast from 4 to 6 a. m., Eastern stand- 
ard time, corresponding to 7 to 9 p. m, 
Melbourne time, when Australian sta- 
tions will be silent. Arrangements for 
the test have been made by cable by 
the National Association of Broadcast- 
ers in this country with the Broad- 
casting League of Australia, it was 
announced today. 

Sir George Barlow, Australian sci- 
entist. is one of the chief supporters 
of the tests in that country. He be- 
lieves that the efjuinox, the astro- 
nomiedal factor for the changes of the 
earth’s plane as it revolves around 
the sun, and the equator, have an im- 
portant relation to radio waves which 
this test will show.

LAWNS AND WATERING. '

ting is to a scene, or to be more

tial as when building a house. Every 
one loves to draw house plans, and 
an equal amount of pleasure may 
be had out of garden plans. 

Take one-half-inch ruled paper, 
each square standing for 10 feet, and 
then draw your plan to scale. If 
the house be already there, allow 
for that space, then plan or change 
the roads or paths. 

These last should not be less than 
four or five feet wide, and not too 
many of them, cutting up the lawns 
and flower beds; stepping stones may 
replace paths with good effect. 

After the plan of the garden is 
made and the walks laid out, space 


should be allowed for the iawn. The 
ground must be graded and leveled, 
then spaded, fertilized, raked and 
lightly mulched with old manure or 
straw to keep the watering from 
packing the ground. 

While sweet white clover makes a 
satisfactory lawn, it requires more 
water than grass, and on consulting 
Mr. Burbank, we find that he con- 
siders pure Kentucky blue grass bet- 
ter than any lawn mixture, and that 
he again -urges care in buying seeds 
from reputable seedsmen. 

He has experimented with a num- 
ber of substitutes for grass, which 
he has sought to adapt for lands of 
little rain. Among these is the 
Chilean lippia, which while respond- 
ing to hybridization, and producing 
several good varieties, is tvo tender 
for northern climates; also the mesem- 
bryanthemum, seacoast plant so ef- 
fectively used in the grounds of the 
Panama Pacific exposition ; the vinca 
major, a slender, running vine with 
evergreen foliage, and the _ trailing 
hypericum, also a native of the moun- 
tains of Chili. Mr. Burbank said ‘n 
this connection: 

“Several species of trailing hyperi- 
cum have been received from Russia. 
Siberia and Central and Northern 
Europe, and after experiment these 
have shown a_ variation in rapid 
growth, compactness and promise of 
developing into a lawn plant suitable 
for all climates. 

“But until these new plants have 
been perfected the established lawn 
grass, such as Kentucky blue grass, 
must still be relied on or in some 
cases the coarser growing perennial 
rye grass.” 

Watering a lawn is:apparently a 


‘simple process, but there is a science 


in it for all that. Irrigation itself 
moves to a place in the front ranks 
in the west where summer rains are 
absent and the water supply too often 
a serious question. 

But even on. the Atlantie coast, 
where rain is both frequent and free. 


there are seasons where errtificial wa 
tering is necessary, and lawns in par 
ticular must be looked after; moreove~ 
the grass roots so invade the entire 
surface that the supply of water, how- 
er generous, is soon used up. 


Here is clearly a case for’ the bea’ 
methods of irrigation, and as Mr. Bur 
bank says: 

“Gardens and lawns are not pro>- 
erly watered by small sprinklers, a» 
they do not water evenly. The water 
is distributed in such a way that 
some parts of the ground have tov 
much water and some too little. 

“There is a system of overhead ir. 
rigation known as the Skinner syste, 
which I have found to be the best 
form of sprinkling. It consists of « 
number of 3-4-inch galvanized iron 
pipes with nipples placed along the 
sides from 12 to 30 inches apart. Tho 
pipes are connected with the water 
supply by a garden hose, and a spuce 
from 25 to 50 feet is covered. 

“When it is desired to install them 
permanently, the pipes may be camou- 
flaged by shrubbery and vines. A 
rubber hose is less expensive to buy 
than galvanized iron pipe, but the 
greater cost is more than made up by 
the greater durability of the pipe.” 

A certain impatience to reach the 
subject of plants and flowers was 4l- 
layed by the very interesting com- 
ments made by Mr. Burbank on the 
topic of weeds and weeding. 

“It will not be found enough to 
keep your own garden weeded, it is 
necessary to attack the weeds outside 
your own boundary lines. Weeds, 
like gophers and moles, invade neigh- 
boring territory and have besides the 
gift of projecting themselves in all .ti- 
rections; they keep their vitality for a 
long time, sometimes for years, anid 
protect themselves as do their betters 
with spines and thorns. 

“They have besides’ the re- 
markable faculty of imitating the 
seeds of grains and other plants whic 
puts them in the class of nature's fa- 
vorites. Hence, remembering all these 
precautions against extermination 
which she has taken, it will be realized 
that only prompt and constant war: 
fare can save the garden from their 
menace. Not only do they crowd out 
more desirable plants. but they rob the 
soil of moisture and consume tl: 
food.”’

| ever, it is otherwise; from Decembe> 
to May is the period of the rains. and
